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SYNOPSIS: 
‘On 9/5/2018, Anthony Malben was consensually contacted walking in front of the Rite Aid at 664 
‘Sweetwater Road in Spring Valley. During the contact Malben began to display signs and symptoms of 
being under the influence of a controlled substance. A records check confirmed Malben was a parolee at 
large with assaultive tendencies and had several felony warrants from states outside of California. While 
attempting to arrest and restrain Malben in handcuffs, he refused to turn around and kept his arms and, 
hands tensed and clenched together, preventing deputies from being able to successfully place 
handcuffs on his wrists. 


Force was ultimately used to successfully detain Malben. Malben was arrested for 3056 PC- Parole 
Violation and 148(a)(1) PC- Resisting Peace Officer. 


Malben was transported by paramedics to Scripps Mercy Hospital and treated for head injuries sustained 
during the incident. Malben was admitted to the hospital in the custody of Sheriffs Deputies from the San 
Diego Central Jail 


‘There is body worn camera footage from this incident. 


ORIGIN: 
‘On 9/5/2018, at about 0902 hours, | observed a male subject walking through the parking lot of 661 
‘Sweetwater Road in Spring Valley (CAD # £5208131). The subject appeared to be wearing dirty 
clothing and struggling to maintain balance as he walked, 


BACKGROUND: 
None. 


INVESTIGATION: 
| consensually contacted the subject who identified himself as Anthony Malbon (Later corrected to 
Malben). 


Malben did not appear to be obviously under the influence and never asked me if he was free to leave. 
Malben told me he was a transient in the area and had never been arrested and was not on probation or 
parole. | was unable to find any identifying information matching Malben's name through local databases 
land facial recognition software, Malben refused to give consent for me to search hs property and said he 
did not have any form of identification in his possession. 


[told Malben | was having difficulty finding any identifying records with his name, and he said, "You can 
look me up by my social Security number i you want.” 
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Arecords check through Malben's social security number returned a parole database entry with the last 
name spelling of Malben, and an alias last name of Malbon. The parole information also provided an 
accurate photo picture of Malben along with tattoo descriptors 


While waiting for the response on a records check of Malben, he stated, "I think | need to call the police” 
and stood still with his eyes closed. | observed Malben's eyes rapidly fluttering behind his eyelids. When 
Malben opened his eyes | observed his pupils were constricted. | recognized these signs to be common, 
symptoms of a person who is under the influence of a controlled substance. 


| was informed by dispatch that Malben was a Parolee at Large and had an active no bail want for his 
arrest with notes of being a high risk individual with assaultive tendencies. Dispatch also advised me of 
several felony warrants out of the state of Virginia, 


Based on my training and experience, | know itis common for transients in the Spring Valley area to 
‘commonly possess concealed weapons and knives along with ather potentially dangerous drugs and 
paraphernalia. Due to Malben’s disheveled appearance and his admission to being transient in the area, 
‘as well as the officer safety information | received from Dispatch, | determined it was likely Malben was in 
possession of a dangerous weapon. Additionally, Malben had not been searched or patted down for 
‘weapons during my contact with him, 


| instructed Malben to turn around and place his hands behind his back. Malben stood still and said, 
"Why?" 


| old Malben he was under arrest and he continued to stay stil. | approached Malben and tumed his 
body away from me and pushed him up against a wall. Malben had his hands placed tightly behind his 
back with his hands balled into fists and gripping each other. | felt instantly that Malben's arms and upper 
body were tensed and rigid. | was unable to Separate his hands from each other or away from his body to 
place handcuffs on his wrists. 


Deputy Naranjo (3497) assisted with keeping Malben's right arm secure behind his back and lifting 
Malben's backpack off of his lower back. See Deputy Naranjo's Deputy Report for more details. 


| gave Malben several commands to relax his hands and | told him if he did not relax his hands he would 
fend up on the ground. Malben did not respond to any of my commands and kept his hands clenched 
together and his arms tensed for about 1 minute after | forced him against the wall 


| was able to pull Malben’s right arm away from his body and secure a handcuff to his wrist, but as | 
attempted to secure the handcuff around his left wrist, he began to pull his hands apart and force his arm 
‘outward, preventing me from being able to successfully secure his left wrist.

To prevent Malben from freeing his left arm and using it to reach for a weapon, or use it as a weapon 
along with the handcuff attached to his right wrist, | grabbed Malben by his jacket and forced him from 
the standing position to the ground behind us. Malben landed on his stomach and | was able to 
successfully secure his hands behind his back with handcuffs. 


Had | not used force to tum Malben against the wall, and then to the ground, he may have been able to 
escape, break free, or use his hands to punch myself or deputy Naranjo. Malben also may have been, 
able to reach for an unknown weapon on his person, or use the handcuff attached to his right wrist as a 
‘weapon. 


-Malben landed on his stomach and struck his head on the ground. | observed blood an the ground and 
immediately called for the fire department to respond for medical assistance. Malben was snoring and 
‘appeared in and out of consciousness. Deputy Naranjo and | kept Malben on his side in the recovery 
position as he regained consciousness. 


Malben became uncooperative on the ground and began twisting and thrashing his body, and kicking his 
legs and bringing his knees up to his chest. In order to prevent Malben from kicking me or anyone else, 
land to prevent him from getting up onto his knees, | used my hands and knees to place downward 
pressure onto his legs. As Malben continued to kick his legs and spread them apart, | used my 
department issued cord cuff to tightly secure Malben’s ankles together. Had | nat used force to control 
Malben's legs, he may have been able to kick me or another deputy or paramedic on scene, or could 
have brought his knees to his chest and gotten up onto his knees. Once paramedics were able to 
medicate Malben and calm him down, | was able to release pressure from his legs. Sergeant Hettinger 
(1561) arrived on scene after Malben was restrained in handcuffs and being treated by paramedics. 


San Miguel Engine 16 and paramedics AMR 256 arrived on scene and medicated Malben with a 
sedative due to his erratic behavior. Malben was transported by paramedics to Scripps Mercy hospital for 
his head injuries with Deputies Serrato (4079) and Daly (3278), 


Malben was admitted to the hospital with a laceration to his right eye, a broken right orbital bone and a 
brain bleed. Deputies from the San Diego Cental Jail were notified about Malben being at the hospital, 
they arrived at the hospital and took custody of Malben. Corporal Serrato and Deputy Daly brought 
Malben's booking paperwork and property to the San Diego ental Jail where he was booked for 3056 
PC Parole Violation and 148(a)(1) PC - Resisting a Peace Officer. 


‘As a result of the incident, | sustained bruising and swelling to my right thumb and was treated at US 
Healthworks, 


| was wearing my department issued Body worn camera during this contact, and Deputies Naranjo, 
Hankard (1216), Olguin (0194), Daly, Serrato and Sgt. Hettinger were on scene with their department 
issued body wom cameras. 
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‘Throughout this incident, photos were taken of Malben and the scene to be copied to a disc and entered 
into evidence. Photos were also taken of me and my injured thumb. 


Malben's backpack was collected and stored at the Rancho San Diego Station in safekeeping, 


‘The Chesapeake Sherif's Office was contacted regarding his Felony warrant out of their jurisdiction and 
notified of his arrest in San Diego County.

Deputy Gaspar asked 
Malben to turn towards the wall. Malben stood sill and eid nat face tha wall. Depily Gaspar and stepped towards Malben 
{and turned his body towards the wall Malben had his hands behind fs back | was on Malber's ight side and Deputy Gaspar 
‘was to Malben' let side, Deputy Gaspar started te place handcuffs on Malben. | used my right hand fo hold onto Malben's

‘Garpar asked Malben ithe needed metal altetion.iodked over Malbers let shoulder and saw he Was bleeding from his 
face. An ambulance was requested to our location. We placed Malben on his ight side inthe recovery poston. | hear 
Malton was making snoring noses. Malten started to mova his body sround. | used both my hands @ placa downward 
pressure on Malber's left arm to keep him from moving his body.
